Sluzenski regained consciousness 


for a few minutes and named Block 
as his assailant. He declared Block 
had taken him Into the woods and 
beat-him. He could give no reason 
for the attack. 


Mrs. SluzenskI notified her broth- 


er-in-law, John Sluzenski, of her 
husband's abduction and he report- 
ed It to Sheriff Thomas Gregory.

Block lived In a ahack on Pickerel 


Friends of 
Block and SluzenskI said the two 
had worked together at one time 
and declared they knew of no 
trouble between them.

"We,believe the railroad 
com- 


panies from their long experience as 
carriers are best fitted to accomp- 
lish this," Mr. Lee said. "We do not, 
however, claim for the railroads any 
right of monopoly, but merely the 
privilege of attempting the job with- 
out hampering and unsound restric- 
tions, or the handicap of discrlmna- 
tion or subsidized competition." 


Mr. Lee told the oil men that "the 


public is entitled to the full benefit 
of every real advance In the art of 
transportation, no matter by what 
agency it may be rendered."

in the month of January, 1920, 
to properly heat plaintiff's apart- 
ment, but on the contrary permit- 
ted said apartment to be and 
continue practically throughout 
the said month in an unheated, 
cold, damp, unsafe and unheal- 
ful condition: that solely by rea- 
son of defendant's failure in this 
respect and as a result thereof, 
the deceased was subjected to 
cold and exposure causing him 
to become sick, resulting in his 
death on or about Feb. 27, 1920, 
and that his death was due sole- 
ly to the wrongful acts, breach 
of duty and violation of law by 
the defendant for falling to pro- 
vide heat as aforesaid. 
The 


judgment entered upon the ver- 
dict has been affirmed by the 
appellate division and the court 
of appeal . . ." 
The court places a cheap price on 


life— at $2,500. 


Somehow that very moderate price 


suggests to my mind that the crourt 
was just a wee bit doubtful about 
the justice of the verdict. Unques- 
tionably the landlord deserved to 
be fined $2,600 for the discomfort 
the tenant suffered by reason of the 
landlord's neglect or refusal to pro- 
vide the heat required by the or- 
dinances. But it seems to me ab- 
surd and absolutely unjustified by 
our scientific or actual knowledge, 
or even by our empirical knowledge 
or by the ordinary observation and 
judgment of sane people, to say that 
the child's Illness and death was 
due solely to this insufficient heat. 
Such a verdict, if allowed to stand, 
would en<%iurage a vast number of 
suits against all sorts of 
public 


building owners or managers, against 
all kinds of railway or other public 
conveyances, against store and of- 
five building landlords, by tenants 
of patrons who may set up a claim 
of Injury to health if not fatal ill- 
ness, caused solely by the lack of 
sufficient heat in the building at 
one time or another. 


Why Isn't such a claim just as 


scund In principle as was ti's one 
quoted? Come, all ye poor frozen 
riders in trains, street cars, buses, 
now is tho time to make the var- 
mints pay for your — well, -what have 
you as a consequence of such bitter 
exposure? 


Far be It from me to shed tears 


tho nicking of the landlord. I 


say hurrah to that. Indeed I think 
there should bo a maximum fine of 
$30 and two days at Atlantic City 
or Palm Springs for the aggravated 
murder of a landlord. But we've 
got to draw the lino somewhere, 
and if wo let the courts go on like 
this the country will be in chaos 
before long. 


Likewise It would seem that the 


landlord's attorneys, if any, were 
complacent old chaps if they failed 
to call in medical expert witnesses 
to challenge tho allegation that In- 
sufficient heat 
or 
coldness and 


dampness In an apartment can cause 
any disease. That Is just a fanciful 
Idea and It has never been demon- 
strated by any actual test or scien- 
tific experiment. On the other hand 
many experiments have been con- 
ducted with the hope of 
proving 


some such thing, but with negative 
results.

Many officials have been wrestling 


•with this perplexing question in the 
last few days as they have tried to 
generalize on business 
conditions 


throughout the country after study- 
Ing the unemployment 
data. 
The 


conclusion that seems inescapable is 
that nearly every 
section differs 


from every other locality and that 
fractional Increases 
in one region 


•which mathematically might be off 
set by fractional decreases 
in an 


other part of the country, afford no 
real basis. 


In other words the 
fluctuations 


nowadays in unemployment are so 
narrow that it is difficult 
to con 


tend that they show 
any 
decided 


business upturn. The fact that un- 
employment is not increasing very 
materially and that in some states 
there have been some 
positive in- 


creases in employment may be taken 
to mean that no fundamental change 
downward is happening 
or is in 


prospect. 


Different Viewpoints 


Opinion here is naturally divided 


between those who think that the 
6.000,000 unemployed 
can be ab- 


sorbed in time for 
President Hoo- 


ver's political campaign next year 
and those who think the 
country 


will be doing well to give 
employ- 


ment to any considerable portion of 
the 6,000,000 by the autumn of 1932. 
It seems agreed that next winter 
will require relief organizations and 
committee work throughout 
tl.e 


country for the raising of funds. It 
may be, however, that 
a better 


system of gathering figures will be 
available by next winter and that as 
the unemployment declines materi- 
ally there will be an accompanying 
iptinsJsm. 
Long range forecasts of what will 


happen next winter or next spring, 
liowever, are about as valueless as 
'the analysis which Is being attempt- 
ed on the current figures of unem- 


,^ployment. This is because the major 
t swing upward has not yet been at- 
x)talned and all the movements and 


all the figures on fluctuation 
are 


wlthin a relatively narrow margin 
.bove the point reached last Decem- 


In general business. 


Perhaps the conservatism which Is 


being expressed about the future of 
business Is due to the revelation of 
how little advance was made in the 
first quarter of 1931. All government 
Information would seem to indicate 
that business shows no signs of fur- 
ther recession and that most of the 
pessimism comes from disappoint- 
ment that the revival has not yet 
put In its appearance. 


Those, on the other hand, who ex- 


pected a gradual recovery are say- 
ing now that, having 
reached the 


low point In the valley of depression 
at the end of 1930, the country has 
jeen riding along for the last three 
months and may continue for a few 
months longer to broaden that val- 
ley, with a prospect 
of a decided 


change later in the year or in the 
early part of next year. 


Meanwhile, government 
officials 


who know the facts are very care- 
ful not to express opinions 
which 


•if- might be regarded as disappointing 
; by those whose expectations were 


unwarranted in the first place and 
•which might be construed as too op- 
timistic by those who know that the 
depression can only be healed by 
time and patience.

commission has set for hearing the 
application of WLBL. the Wisconsin 
state department of agriculture and 
markets station at Stevens Point, for 
a permit to 1- crease Its maximum 
rated power of equipment to 2i* kilo- 
watts. 


The station is now operating on a 


rated power of 2 kilowatts, on 900 
kilocycles frequency, daytime only. 
It sought consolidation with the 750- 
watt University of Wisconsin station. 
WHA, -which operates on 940 kilo- 
cycles. 
The consolidated station 


sought 5 kilowatts power and 900 kil- 
ocycles frequency, for day time opera- 
tion only. Examiner Elmer W. Pratt 
has recommended denial of the appli- 
cation for merger, on the grounds 
that the existing stations are not us- 
ing their facilities to the fullest ex- 
tent now and that granting the con- 
solidation with higher power -would 
result an Increase in the broadcast- 
ing facilities of a zone already over 
quota. 


The commission has not yet acted 


upon Pratt's recommendation, and 
several days remain for filing excep-

KEEFE ADVISES 
COUNTY HOW TO 
GOVERN RESORTS 


Invoke Statute Governing 


Disorderly Houses, He 


Tells Board 


How Winnebago-co has rtd Itself 


Of roadhouses by revoking th« stern 
•tat* statute governing disorderly 
roadhouses -was told to the county 
board yesterday afternoon by Frank 
B. Keefe, Oshkoch. district attorney 
of Wlnnebago-co. 
Mr. Keefe- de- 


clared bis county Is willing to co- 
operate with Outagamle-eo In estab- 
lishing uniform roadhouse regula- 
tion* and doing hour*, and ha sug- 
rested that all counties In this vi- 
cinity do likewise. 


Mr. Keefe outlined how he and 


the sheriff worked together to elimi- 
nate roadhouses which were not 
properly operated. He said it took 
but a short time and a few convic- 
tions, with heavy penalties to con- 
vince other roadhouse 
proprietors 


that "Winnebago-co wanted Clean and 
orderly operation of these resorts. 


"I believe In a reasonable regula- 


tion of roadhouses," Mr. Keefe said. 
"I* admit there Is a demand for, these 
places. But there is no demand for 
the wild, open, and flagrant viola- 
tions of all laws In the operation of 
such resorts. I believe In a sane 
regulation of these places and not a 
nonsensical, puritanical 
attitude. 


And I do not rely on second or 
third hand reports to teach me what 
if> going: on In my county. I know 
them for myself 
because 
I visit 


these places. I want my information 
to come straight, and I take the 
trouble to get It that way." 


Need Uniform Laws 


Mr. Keefe decried the lack of uni- 


formity in regulatory measures of 
the counties In this vicinity. 
He 


cited instances where Winnebago-co 
closed resorts, only to have the op- 
erators cross the county line and 
continue business in adjoining terri- 
tory. 
"Thus the only step we accom- 


plished was to make the people of 
our county 
drive 
further—often- 


times returning home with a. drunk- 
eu driver at the wheel of the car 
and potential death 
traveling the 


highways," Mr. Keefe 'said. 


He scored farmers who permit the 


use of barns op dwellings on their 
property for roadhouses merely be- 
cause they can secure a good income 
from an Illegitimate business. 
He 


said they are as much to blame as 
the proprietors who operate 
such 


places. He declared that 'Winneba- 
go-co at one time was afflicted with 
the same trouble that Outagamle-co 
faces. He said that almost every 
other house on a highly traveled 
highway was fitted out as a road- 
house. • He said every 
crossroads 


was certain to be the location of 
such a place. But due to the steps 
token by his office the number of 
these places hag been reduced to 12 
—and they are being operated in a 
manner which should satisfy any 
falrminded citizen. Mr. Keefe blamed 
the automobile. and the repeal of 
the state prohibition act for the in- 
creasing number of roadhouses. 


When questioned as to what con- 


stitutes a disorderly roadhouse Mr. 
Keefe said his county had proceeded 
era the theory that the law did not 
necessarily mean that a roadhouse 
need be a house of prostitution be- 
fore It could be termed disorderly. 


Describes Statute 


"I believe that If liquor is being 


openly served, If the sexes are per- 
mitted to mingle promiscuously, If 
"necking" is going on between 
drunken men and women, such a 
roadhouse can be termed disorderly," 
Mr. Keefe said. 


He pointed out that the statute 


under which his county prosecuted 
offenders provided for fines up to 
S3,000 and imprisonment in state 
prison up to a year. An offense un- 
der this statute constitutes a felony 
and not a misdemeanor, he said. 


"If you are sincere in your desire 


to purge your county of troublesome 
places, you can easily do so because 
you have the right weapon in this 
state statute. But you must use it 
and use it firmly," Mr. Keefe said.

Shedd, editor of tho Philadelphia 
Evening Bulletin and president of 
the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, told the Princeton university 
conference today that a newspaper's 
greatest asset is Us reliability. 


Besides looking to newspapers for 


news, readers expect to know its sig- 
nificance and its consequences as 
well, Shedd said. News of importance 
requires interpretation, he asserted, 
either In the news or editorial col- 
umns. 


"In this service of Interpretation, 


whether undertaken In tho news col- 
umns or on the editorial page," he 
said, "the public is entitled to and 
naturally expects the same degree of 
truth, of reliability, of unbiased use 
of the newspaper's facility for form- 
ing judgment and opinion, that ap- 
plies in the simple presentation of 
news. 


"A newspaper which misleads its 


readers as to the meaning and sig- 
nificance of news, is as much at 
fault, as unworthy, as futile In its 
ultimate appeal to continued 
sup- 


port as Is tho newspaper which deato 
with fiction instead of statement of 
fact. 


"By and large, 
the 
American 


people nationally and individually be. 
lleve In their newspapers. 
They do 


not always coincide with editorial 
opinion, but they believe In their fa- 
vorite newspapers just the same: ami 
even though they may take eorne 
mental reservations, they read, and 
to a great extent believe in, the edi- 
torial pages as well as the news 
stories."
